Because 
withdrawal of 35 USC 101 -utility and 35 USC 112 -first paragraph makes the instant 
invention obvious over U.S. Pantent No. 6,100042. Applicants agreed to file a Terminal 
Disclaimer to overcome the Double Patenting rejection. Therefore, upon approval of TD, 
the case is allowable.
